The following letter has been received from the editor of the Indianapolis 
World: 

■■The World is investigating industrial conditions among colored people. 
Booker T. Washington advocates industrial education for the Negro. Is the 
attitude of our labor unions toward black labor compatible with the teachings 
of Washington? The World is a colored newspaper and would like to publish 
your views. • ♦ • 

To this letter there was attached a clipping from the World containing an 
article from Hi. D. H. Parry, President of the National Association of Manu¬ 
facturers, in answer to the same question, the burden of which was that or¬ 
ganised tabor is a trust ond that a majority of its members are opposed to tho 
colored workingmen, especially in reference to the teachings of Wsshington. 
His arraignment of organiaed labor closed with the following remarkable para¬ 
graphs: yMr. Washington is doing more than merely teaching his fellow Ne¬ 
groes: he is emancipating them from artificial conditions that act as a bar to 
their progressive development at a race. • a * “Driven from the opportunity of 
learning to be artisans in the shops, their only hope is the technical schools such 
as Washington conducta". • *.The chief hope of the younger generation of 
whites ia alto the technical schooL” 

First, let me say that all my life I have opposed discrimination, political, 
economic,'or social, against any human being, ui account of color or sex, re¬ 
garding all such as relics of the ignorant, cruel and barbarous past. 

Next there was a time when organixed labor in the main was hostile to the 
Negro, and it must be admitted in all candor that certain unions, such as the 
railroad brotherhoods, still ignorantly guard the trades they represent, as well 
as their unions, against invasion by the colored man, and in this they have al¬ 
ways had the active support of the corporation whose interest it ia to have 
workingmen at each others^ throats, that they may keep them all, black and 
white, in subjection. 

Indeed, it is a fact, that wherever labor unions, now or in the past, op¬ 
posed the Negro, such opposition was inspired, or at least encouraged by the 
employing class represented by Hr. Parry, who now seeks so assiduously to 
place the responsibility on the poor ignorant dupe of the capitalistic master. 

At Montgomery', Ala., some years ago, a riot was almost precipitated at the 
instigation of the “upper class,'^ because the labor union under whose auspices 
I spoke, proposed the admission of Negroes to the opera house, on the floors re- 
served for white people, and the proprietor of the house declared that the hona* 
should be burnt to the ground before any “damned nigger” should have access 
to it.. 

The conveition of the American Railway Union which resulted in the great 
railroad strike of 1894, after a fierce and protracted debate, turned down tha 
Negro and it was one of the factors in our defeat. The leaders of the opposi¬ 
tion, as I remember them, proved subsequently to have been traitors to the 
unidh, seat to the convention, doubtless, at the instigation of the corporations 
to defeat the unity of the working class. .. 

But in spite of all such infiuence, the labor movement in general, in America 
and throughout the world, stands unequivocally committed to receive and 
treat the Negro upon terms of absolute equality with his white brother, and 
where this is not the case the genius of unionism is violated and investigation 
will disclose the fact that corporate power and its henchmen are at the back 
of it. 

The Socialists, who represent the political wing of the labor movement, ars 
absolutely free from color prejudice, and the labor union, the economic wing, is 
rapidly becoming so, and in the next tew years not a trace of it w'ill remain even 
in the so-called black belt of the Southern States. 

The workers of the world, mainly through organixed efiort, are becoming 
conscious of their interests as a clasa, totally regardless of color, creed or sex. 
and in time tbey will unite and act together upon a common baais of equality 
in spite of “the world, the flesh, and the dcvil,'^ and the Manufacturers' As¬ 
sociation. 

The hypocritical plea of the industrial master for the education “of the 
poor Negro while he is living out of his labor,” deceives no one except the ig¬ 
norant and servile victims of the wage-system. 

THE FIRST REQUISITE, MR. PARRY, IN ELEVATING THE NEGRO IS 
TO GET OFF HIS BACK. 

Will Mr. Parry and his class pretend that their practice accords with their 
preaching? If they actually believe that the Negro is entitled to equal con¬ 
sideration with the white man why do they not set the example by meeting 
and treating him as their brother? 

That is my conviction as a “union” nun, and I have the consistency and 
courage to practice it. Until Mr. Parry and his class do the same, no intel¬ 
ligent Negro will be deceived by tneir professions of friendship. 

Now as to Hr. Booker T. Washington and the attitude of organixed labor 
toward his scheme of industrial education. 

Your question implies that you look upon Hr. Washingt(^ as the Hoses of 
the black race and his educational scheme as the sure means of their emancipa¬ 
tion. 

To answer your question candidly, 1 feel gratified to be able to say that 
Mr. Washington's scheme is not at all compatible with organised labor. 

Mr. Washington is backed by the plutocrata of the country clear up, or 
down, to Grover Cleveland. They furnish the means that support his Insti¬ 
tute, and if it were conducted with a view of opening the Negro's eyes and 
emancipating him from the system of wage-slavery which robs and debasea 
him while it fatten:i his nusters, not another dollar would be subscribed for 
the Negro's “industrial education.” 

Why is it that the plutocrats, the trust rrugnates of the country, are solidly 
in favor of Hr. Washington and his scheme? 

What fraction of one thousandth of one per cent of the eleven million Ne¬ 
gros in the United States are to get the benefit of his indnstrial education? 

What are they to do with it when they get it? 

If the answer is that they will compete with their white brethren, then is 
it not obvious that It means less wages and still lower depths of degradation 
for all? 

Does not Hr. Washington advocate the meekness and humility, of the 
Negro race and their' respectful obedience to their exploiting masters? 

Would Wendell Phillips tolerate this scheme of saving the Negro through 
the charity of his master? 

On what occasion did^Hr. Wasington ever utter one sentiment, one word 
in favor of emancipation? 

When did he ever advise his race to stand erect, to act together as one, to 
sssert their united power, to hold up their heads like self-reliant, self-respecting 
men and hew out their way from the swamps of slavery to the highlands of 
freedom? 

What has he ever done to show the Negro that in the present Industrial 
syatem he is simply the slave of the capitalist and the prey of tha politician? 

Why does he not tell the Negro that dependance upon charity Is degradi'-g, 
that robust self-reliance is a thousand times better, that he has three million 
votes to enforce his demand and that he will oe a slave as long as he listens 
to the siren song of his master and votes for capitalist parties that suppor): 
wage slavery?. 

Mr. Parry is the lesser enemy of the Negro. Washington lulls him to sleep 
with charity soothing-syrup while Parry stings him to action by attacking his 
unions 

I have much respect for Mr. Parry. He ia a consistent capitalist and as 
such is far preferable to Mr. Hanna who flatters labor tmions for the votes of 
their membeia 

1 also have great consideration for Mr. Washington, especially as he was 
bom a slave. His motive is doubtless pnra, bat unfortunately for himself

day, tbereforu. twenty-four Journey¬ 
men, eordwatnan found themaelvee up 
before the JusHcee of the eeseioos on 
ptfkjh counts of conspiracy. The pretid- 
lag jnstlca was none other then De 
Wttt Clinton, by virtue of bis oOce ss 
mayor, sod the others were Peter Me¬ 
tier and Thomas Carpenter. Mesere. 
BampsoD and Golden appeared for tbe 
defendant! and Messrs. Oiiffln and 
Emmet for tbe sUte. The case dragged 
along for six months, and In July, 1610, 
all the ncctised were found guilty by 
the Jury. The presiding Judge, bowev- 
tr, <toclded that tbe rebeUloas ahoe- 
makers bad suffered enough. In fining 
them he referred to the novelty of tbe! 
case: said that erldenUy the Jury by 
Its verdict did'not Intend so much a 
punlshmenb as a warning. He there¬ 
fore gave some fatherly advice aa to 
their future behavior and let them off 
with a merely nominal fine of a dollar 
each. 

Tbe actual proceedings of the trial 
are not especially interesting. The 
factK themselves vere not In dlsputs. 
None of tho defendants denied that 
they had been guilty of tbe acts sl- 
legcd. They simply maintained thst 
the refusal to work except "n their 
own terms did not constitute an act of 
conspiracy. Tbe larger part of tbe pro¬ 
ceedings was thus taken up by tbe 
learned counsel in debating this point 
Mr. Sampson, as soon as the court con¬ 
vened. mqved tbe dismissal of tbe in¬ 
dictment and Ifla argument upon this 
motion Is tho Interesting feature of the 
proceeding. He cited all existing stat¬ 
utes defining conspiracy and champer¬ 
ty and showed conclnslvely that no 
transaction such os that of which bis 
clients were accue:d came under any 
of these beads. As to tbe legality of the 
acta Id question Mr. Sampson admit¬ 
ted that there were certain English 
statutes which declared them unlaw¬ 
ful. Eispeclally were they prohibited 
by tho statutes of laborers passed In 
the thlrty-slxib year of tbe retgu of 
£Mward III. 

It was clear enough, therefore, con¬ 
tinued tbe advocate, that there waa no 
warrant In statutory law for the pres¬ 
ent proeeotitlon. The state, therefore, 
fell back upon the common law. which. 
It was asserted, clearly forbade confed¬ 
eracies Bucb ns the one lo question. Mr. 
Sampson declared that even the com¬ 
mon law did not Include among con¬ 
spiracies tbe refxisal of shoemakers to 
work, and even If It did It was not sp- 
pltcabie In this country. The rest of hla 
argument was given up to a violent de- 
nundatloo of the highest common law 
00 general principles. lie claimed that 
it was conceived In barbarism and 
tbat it conld not possibly have force In 
a free country. Ue ridiculed tbe com¬ 
mon law principle that all confedera¬ 
cies wroDgfolly to oppreaa a third per¬ 
son were crtmlnal. From this tbe pros- 
! scutloD deduced tho principle tbat all 
conspiracies to prejudice the public 
I were criminal, upon which the case 
i against the conlwatners practically 
I rested. It is not necessary to go further 
Into tbe details of the argtiroent or 
Into the rebuttal offered by the' attor¬ 
neys for the state. In spite of Samp¬ 
son's and Golden's eloquence and loam- 


and the case was decided against them, 
as noted sbova. 

The flret attempt of the etate of 
Hew York to force union men to work 
and to prevent them from discrimi¬ 
nating against nonaseociated fellow 
workingmen was thus a complete suc¬ 
cess. The cordwainers were forced 
to go back to their benches side by 
side with tbe men whom they bed 
*‘scsbbed." In the first legal struggle 
between capital and labor tbe work¬ 
ingman apparently stood no chance 
Evidently, however, tbe labor unions 
bate made some progress in the last 
hundred years.

Here, thsrefors, 
were suMcleot grounds for several la¬ 
bor strikes, and the cordwainers of tbat 
day decided to force the Issue. The 
first demonstration was against the em¬ 
ployers of Whitest. Messrs. Aimos & 
Oorwln, the employers In question, 
were notified to disebarge tbe scab. 

Tbgy did so, but tbe totter, paying his 
fins and thns beiag retnsUted, was rs- 
employed. He was evidently an old of¬ 
fender, however, for he wss soon In sr- 
rears again and was again thrust from 
the sacred circle.

This time Aimes re¬ 
fused to dismiss him. His punishment 
was what was known aa a "strike 
against the shop"—that 1% it wss Mr. 
Aimes' establishment slone which was 
affected. Messrs. Cotwin A Almts, 
however, went on the quiet to other 
shops and had their work privately 
done. This was not the only grievance 
against the master cordwainers. It wss 
alleged tbat they, following the very 
good example of the journeymen, had 
formed a union of their own for the 
purpose of lowering wages and mutual¬ 
ly protecting themaelves. 

Tku Cordwainers' society met sol¬ 
emnly on tbe 18th day of October. 1600, 
and ordered s general strike against 
all the master cordwainers In town. 
The cordwatnem in New York were 
pretty evenly divided between the un¬ 
ion and the nonunion men. There were 
abont 375 In all. of whom 186 belonged 
to the society. The totter, however, 
comprised practically all the best work¬ 
men In town, so that their refusal to 
W'ork was a serious matter to the mss- 
tors. Whether the city of New York 
went bootless for the succeeding six 
months or was compelled to have re¬ 
course to the output of tbe less skillful 
men to not Bi‘t down in the history 
books.

For tho four years following their or- 
gaolxation on these lines the journey¬ 
men cotdwalners kept comparatively 
quiet.

lue city or Oldham, Kngland, is the 
seat of an Immense cotton spinning In¬ 
dustry, and most of tbe mills, strange 
as It may seem, are owned by the 
working class, ^oy years ago the 
workers thought out the problem and 
resolved to co-operate for their mutual 
advantage. The result to that there are 
seventy-five co-operntlve spinning mills 
lo that one city, and tbe capital invest¬ 
ed In these mills to $25.(XK).CKX). They 
ore not only owne<l by the workers, 
Lut entirely managed by them. Th« 
shares are divided into 125 each, and 
workers are allowed to pay for one or 
more shares on tho Installment plan. 

These mills have been successful—In 
fset, hie most successful cotton mills 
In England. They have paid as high as 
45 per cent dividends In one yesr. 
though this, of course, was an excep¬ 
tion. There are 1,000 operatives In 
these mills who are worth from $5.(X)0 
to I10.0(X). each, aad there are many 


more worth from $1,000 up to $5,000. 
But this to not all. In this same city 
there are many co-operative stores, 
both retail and wholesale, and several 
building societies, with a total capital 
of about $18.000.000,.so that the work¬ 
ers In this one city have nearly $45,- 
000.000 Invested In productive industry. 
Besides this, Oldham to one of the lar¬ 
gest home owning townr* in England, 
due no doubt to tbe good sense the 
workers bad to cv-operate for their mu¬ 
tual advantage.

Military DaspotUm 
Is Upon Us I 


the full enormity of the military law passed by the recent congress and 
prpmptly and triumphantly signed by the only Roosevelt. 

finder the military law hitherbi existing the state troops were un¬ 
der the sole charge of the governors of those states. The president of 
the United States, or the commander of the regular army could not 
interfere with the governor’s right to direct them. In fact the president 
was obliged to wait until the governor of a state found himself nnablc 
with the gua^men under his control to cope with emergencies, real 
or fancied, witliin his state, and until said governor asked to have help 
from the regular army. 

This wasn’t always adhered to, it is true, as for instance when 
Cleveland sent the government troops to Illinois, over the protest of 
Gov. Altgeld, during the big Debs strike of 1894—but we hardly expect 
the master class to obey the laws, anyway, the laws were not made for 
them! 

The great fronble with the old arrangement, from the capitalistic 
standpoint, was that the troops of a state often mutinied when or¬ 
dered out in times of strikes and commanded to shoot down their fel¬ 
low citizens’ They hated to shoot the people they knew. Capitalism 
reasoned, not without cause, that if these state troops could be sent- 
into other states where they arc among strangers, they would be more 
ready to commit legalized murder! ' 

Quite a little of this sort of trouble was e:gieripnced during the 
recent great coal strike. The soldirs sympathized with the strikers.

So a military bill was quietly drafted. Owning the press of the 
countrv, ihis dcyilish a.saanlt on the people’s liberties was put through 
by ea|.ilalisra aud the people kept in ignorance of it. Even the lobby 
of the American Federation of Labor at Washington, rendered sleepy 
by the Hanna-Gompers Civic Federation opiate, did not sound the 
alarm. Not until after the “hero” of the toy battle known as the 
Capture of San Juan Hill had sifmed the bill and made it a law, 
were the people allowed to know about it 

Now what IS the new law? Jailed down into simple language, it 
is as follow.*: 

Every able-bodied male citizen of tbe United States, and every fordicner 
who has declared hia intention of becoming a citiieoi, between the agee of iS 
and as yeart, aball be conaidered membera of the militia. They are divided into 
two clauei: the organized militia, to be known aa the NATIONAL GUAKD of 
the the state or territory they reaide in; and the rest to be known as the 
RESERVE MILITIA. 

The organiiatioa, armament and diacipline of the National Guard ahall be 
THE SAME AS THAT PRESCRIBED FOR THE REGULAR ARMY, WITH¬

Any person within the prescribed age refuaing or neglecting to anawei the 
call of the preaident wiD be inbiect to military court martiaL and SHOT or 
otherwise punished, m msy be decided.
